XMAS CHURCH DECORATIONS. 



Beautiful and Impressive Devices. 

The churches of this city aro more 
beautifully and tastefully decorated dnr- 
the present season than has been tho 
wont. A great doal of caro lias boon bo- 
stowod on ornamental wreaths and scrip- 
tural mottoes, and the decorations gen- 
erally combine an elaborateness with a 
tasto thai borders on tlio artistic, and adds 
to tho imposing effect of the florid choral 
survices which at this t-oason accompuuy 
divine servico in orthodox places of wor- 
ship. A visit to tho suereel editicos will 
interest if it does not charm the worship- 
per, and tho art-critic even would find 
food for study and improvement amid the 
clustering glories of church decorations 
viewed in the subdued light thrown softly 
through tho stained glass windows on tho 
scone. In their rounds on Christmas 
Day our reporters began with 
st. John's church. 

Tho Christmas decorations of this 
church wero undoubtedly second lo none. 
Tho interior was certainly most beautiful, 
being decked with holly, spruce and 
flowers, reflecting Iho greatest credit on 
those who bad exerted themselves to pro- 
duce such a pleasing offoct. This year a 
new feature in decorations was introduc 
ed, namely, a chancel screen, and it was 
certainly very beautiful. The pulpit, 
lecture and baptismal font woro very 
handsome, being decorated with Lolly, 
associated with everlasting flowers and 
red berries. The pillars in tho body of 
tho church were tastefully entwined with 
evergreens, tho intersection of each arch 
being crowned by shields with appro- 
priate sacred mottoes. Tho whole reflect- 
ed great credit on the tasto of tho ladies 
who had given up much valuablo time to 
tho church. 



The Christmas entertainment of St. 
Paul's Sunday School was a great suc- 
cess: thanks to the efforts of tho ladies, 
who must haveaelively exerted themselves 
both as collectors and workers, ami to 
tho minstrels of H. M. S. Opal. The 
room was beautifully decorated and in tne 
middle of it stood a lofty Christmas tree, 
orowded with valuablo ornaments ail duly 
numbered. The largo doll on the highest 
brauch was richly and tast<. fully dressed 
and must ba a treasure indeed to tho pu 
pil to whom i was awarded. Archdeacon 
Wright, the rector, having said grace, the 
children saDg a carol and then proceeded 
to enjoy a sumptuous tea to which they 
did ample justice. We wero particularly 
struck by their healthy and highly intel- 
ligent appearance. Another carol, ' The 
Seven Joys of Mary," was sung when 
grace hud again been said and it was quite 
cloor that the tea ond cake had strength 
ened the voices of the youthful choir. 
Tickets wero now liberally distributed to 
all in tho crowded room and "King 
Christmas" was announced — tall bearded 
and long-robed— as His Majesty the Groat 
Ruler and Protector of Vancouver Island. 
Gravely the monarch mounted the royal 
stops and with dignified humor delivered 
prizes to Binall and great. Unhappily tho 
flowing grey beard of royalty caught lire 
and nothing but the calm courage of tho 
king saved Vancouver's high ruler from 
serious injury. Impetuous and indignant 
stamps speedily subdued the flames. This 
oxoiting blaze seemed to add zest to the 
proceedings and soon tho tree was so de 
nuded that its removal was voted to make 
room for tho minstrels. Wo have not 
space to give particulars of tho concert, 
dance, and farce; snilicient to say that tho 
songs of this distinguished company, re- 
markable for exquisite sentiment, wero 
delivered with great effect, thoso by 
Messrs. Youden, Tandy and Carey par- 
ticularly so. But to notice one or two 
wkou all woro so thoroughly successful is

Captain 
Robinson was also warmly thanked for the 
interest ho had taken in tho good work 
and Wp werp glad to find that tho Arch- 
deacon did not forget lo toll tho mih- 
Btrols how very sensible ho and all pres- 
ent woro of their kindness in ho readily 
coming forward to help on a school which 
Wan never more flonr|Bbipg than at the 
present, moment. ' We aro sure all well- 
Wishers of the rising generation will con- 
gratulate Eaquirnalt on its energy and 
aoal in behalf of church education. 



WH8LKYAN CHUliCH. 

The decorations in this church, though 
not as elaborate as at one or two others, 
woro very handsome. From tho archos 
woro hung wreaths of evergreens and 
holly. Tho southern end of tho edifice, 
where stand tho altar tind pulpit, looked 
very pretty indeed. 

REFORMED EPISCOPAL OHURCU. 

Over the main entranco doors an illu- 
minated text, "My Homo shall bo called 
tho House of Prayer," was surrounded by 
wreaths of evergreen, whilst directly 
facing it, over the main arch of tho chan- 
col. the words "01 Worship the Lord in 
the Beauty of Holiness" wero conspicu- 
ously sot forth by festoons of laurel and 
holly. Immediately under tho three 
chancel windows above the altar woro the 
words, "Come, Lord Jesus," beautifully 
constructed from evergreens, and tho 
choristers' pews in the chancel were de- 
corated with a variety of devices compos- 
ed of holly and lauristina. On the front 
of tho pulpit tho letters "I H. S .," raised 
from tho background, appeared, and from 
the innumerable cas jels festoooos of ap- 
propriate leaves enhanced the general 
beauty of tho adornments. 

st. Andrew's church. 
Midnight mass was held iu this church 
on Monday, the ceremonies being per- 
formed by Father Leroy, assisted by 
Fathers Kirley aud Douckele, Father 
Kir ley preaching an excellent sermon. 
Throughout tho sacred edilico the decor- 
ations wero of a moat exquisite and ap- 
propriate nature. The tabernacle, which 
a fe>w months since was robbed, has been 
replaoi d by a new one, its interior con- 
sisting of a fireproof safe, tho door 
of the latter very happily repre- 
senting the, door of the former. 
The wood- work of tho structure has 
been faithfully executed by Messrs. Hut- 
chinson and Oerritsen. and the, painting 
and decorating by Mr. CrowtLer. In 
front of oiio of the altars the crib of tho 
Infant Jesus was placed representing our 
Saviour recumbent on the straw of the 
stable ol Bethlehem. Both tho altars 
were ornamented with flower-', natural 
and artificial, the latter being the faultless 
work of Mi.-s MacMahon — so faultless iu- 
dee. 1 that it was difficult to distinguish 
them from their perishable companions. 
The full choral service, under the leader- 
ship of Mr. E. MeQnado, was solemnly 
and beautifully r nojerod and the manner 
in which Miss Kelly presided at the organ 
sustained that lady's reputation as ono of 
the best organi; ts iu tho city. 

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 

On entering the Cathedral wo could not 
but notice the exquisite tasto displayed 
in the decorations throughout. This year, 
wo are pleased to say, much attention has 
been devoted to the altar on which were 
placed, besides n beautiful flora] cross, 
two very handsome bouquets. Tho dorsal 
looked especially beautiful with diaper- 
work surmounted with tho text, "Behold, 
I bring you glad tiding- of great joy." 
The font, bedecked with flowers and ever- 
greens, presented a pretty appearance, In 
tho body of tho church a very great im- 
provement was observable in the substi- 
tution of light ivy wreaths round the pil 
Jars and windows, instead of tho conven- 
tional heavy and anything but handsome 
wreaths of former years. The pulpit 
looked very pretty, tho designs being 
brought out by holly wreathing. Tho 
decorators have evidently remembered 
that in decorating a church tho object is 
not to smother, so to speak, tho interior 
with flowers and evergreens, but rather to 
endeavor to beautify the edilico by a slight 
addition of delioato tracery of nature's 
Christmas offerings.

The hydrants iu both places 
were found to answer admirably, with 
form 50 to 150 fee: of hose: but, when 
Ibis length was extended to 200 and 3U0 
fbet tho difference in tho stream thrown 
was only too uercepdble, especially iu 
James Hay. /^o'~8'm^i-M^cTt?nt wa T T--tUc_ 
stream urrfmiished that it was clearly seen 
that with 250 feet oi hose an engine would 
bo necessary, to throw a powerful stream. 
The hydrants would however prove valua- 
ble in case of a firo near them, as at 150 
feet a powerful and oontinous stream 
could bo thrown on a building without 
the labor entailed in working a hand en- 
gine. Tho test may bo considered 
satisfictory as it clearly demonstrates 
what power is required to throw a stream 
for ,100 foet, and also that the hydrants, 
even as they are, will prove a most valua- 
ble accessory to the Firo Department iu 
case of fire, as they givo a continuous sup- 
ply of waier to thu engines whereas tho 
tanks at present in use cau ba pumped 
out after two or three hours' strain ;on 
them.

missioner of Lands and Works. Thoso 
devolving o» tho Chief Commissioner are, 
and ought to bo, strictly administrative — 
to see that decisionB in council with ro 
iorouce to his own department be prompt- 
ly and efficiently carried out. Tho duties 
of a properly qualifiod supervisor would 
bo to seo that all Govorumfint works wore 
completed according to contract by per- 
sonal superintendence and inspection. To 
expect tho Chief Commissioner to attend 
lfatthfully to the duties of bis office, and 
'also personally to take the superinten- 
dence in detuil of roads, bridges, build- 
jings, etc., etc., which maybe in progress, 
t is to expect too much; bosides, whilst the 
iC. C. may bo theoretically quite able to 
direct contractors and others an to work 
required to bo done, something more than 
theory is needed in order to Becure effici- 
ency, aud the economical expenditure 
of public monies. It may be quite true, 
what the Standard bints at, that we oould 
very well despen*0 with soms of our offi- 
cials. That, however, is wide of the pre 
sent question. It will be admitted by all 
that seme officials are necessary, and will 
bo so long as wo have publio busi 
ues to attend to. What is wanted now. 
and as our Provincial interests progress 
and prosper will become more and more 
felt as a want, is tho appointment of a 
thoroughly competent supervisor inspec- 
tor, oull him by whatever name you 
please, whose duty it shall be to see that 
^ all publio works are completed according 
, ~to contract, and whoso reports Bhall from 
aec ; fime to timo be inserted in the Gazette 
with tho cost of each work attested by 
himself. I ugain repeat, and I think ir 
will be the decision by every reflectiTeaud 
candid person, that such an appointment 
would loud to a great saving of tho publio 
money, and not, as tho Standard puts it, 
an additional buiden in the shape of an- 
other "ornamental official." L.

This is n simple and 
truo history of tho diaoovery and de- 
volopineyt of tho phosphate rocks of 
South Carolina.
